“Jack’s’’ friends enjoy his compan- 
ilonship, but they didn't feel like having 
it en terms that might include small- 
pox. One of “Jack’s’’ acquaintances 
who read of his predicament threw 
down his paper and headed straight for 
the dispensary. Other friends of ‘“‘Jack’’ 
had already taken the same precaution. 
In the course of the forenoon a total of 
15 had had their arms innoculated with 
the virus in the hope of escaping the 
possibility of meeting Jack again be- 
fore he is discharged from Quarantine. 

It is expected that an additional sup- 
ply of virus will have to be provided at 
the dispensary when the “news of 

“Jack’s’’ misfortune is spread among 
all his friends. He has -as many as 
any other man in town and they can’t 
pass him on the street without shaking 
his hand and detaining him: until he 
kas told one of his stories.”

I was nearly upset, and my heart 
jumped into my mouth, but by’ quick 
and strenuous efforts, pushing the con- 
trols forward to the very limit, I man- 
aged to regain my equilibrium and then 
I slowed down speed and dropped to a 
lower level. I dropped till I was but 
50 feet above the river at times, I 
guess, and found conditions there much 
better. The air near the ground is 
often banked, like a cushion or buffer, 
and offers safe traveling when the 
upper reaches of the atmosphere are 
not so inviting. 

Finally Struck Steady Breeze. 

I found rising and falling currents and 
eddies and gusts of air all the way 
past .West Point, but they didn’t bother 
me when I got down near the water. 
The river widened out beneath me as I 
passed Peekskill, and then I encoun- 
tered a steady breeze with no serious 
irregularities. I kept well in the cen- 
ter of the valley, and about this time 
I began to experience some anxiety 
about my supply of lubricating oil. My 
Indicator showed the oil to be falling 
in the tank and as I proceeded the 
gauge sank lower and lower with as- 
tonishing rapidity. 


Just at this juncture it was an in- 
expressible pleasure to me to see away 
in the distance the great tower of the 
Metropolitan Building at Twenty-third 
Street. That was all I could see of 
New York—just that towering pile—but 
it was enough and I felt relieved. I 
must have been fully 30 miles away 
from the tower, so you can judge how 
high it is by that fact.’ Of course, I 
was pretty high up, too. 


By the time I reached Yonkers my oil 
tank was practically empty. The auto- 
matic engine pump that supplies it 
seemed to be working overtime, and I 
found it necessary to use the foot 
pump for a little while. I had hoped 
to go right on to Governor's Island, 
but then the question arose, can I reach 
New York at all. Lubricating oil is es- 
sential to these high-speed engines, just 
as essential as gasoline, 


Saw Chance to Land. 

It was with a sense of relief that I 
found myself passing over the city 
limits, for I knew then that I won The 
World's magnificent prize. My engine 
Was still running well, and as I passed 
Spuytenr Duyvil Creek I saw an open- 
ing in the shore-and beyond was what 
looked like a possible landing place—a 
grassy sward with a slight slope. 


I went on down past Dickman street 
and then turned to the right over the 
Jerséy shore. Then I came back, mak- 
ing almost a complete circle over the 
swing bridge and up to Spuyten Duyvil 
Creek, A rounded, wooded promontory 
presented itself below me, and I landed 
safely there, on the uppermost part of 
Manhattan Island, this side of the creek. 
This landing was an unusual one, for 
there was but a short slope and I had 
to jump out of the machine and grab 
her to prevent her running back down 
into the creek. I held her till two young 
men came up from a motor boat they 
had been running. I got some lubricat- 
ing § oil from an automobile and 
before much of a crowd could gather 
[ was ready to start off again. 


Governors Island, where there is a 
shed suitable for sheltering aeroplanes, 
was my destination and I saw no reason 
for not making it. I found a small 
piateau on top of the slope I had stopped 
on, and I got the machine up there and 
started away without much difficulty— 
with none at all, in fact. I ran her 
alorg until she just went over the edge, 
and rose in the air after a drop of 
several feet. 


Right here let me say that this ex- 
perience shows me the possibilities of 
Starting an aeroplane. With my ma- 
chine, light as it is, I have to get up a 
speed of 45 miles an hour before she will 
rise. Now, it is hard to find a spot 
‘where one can run along on the level 
for the necessary distance, and that was 
my difficulty in finding a suitable place 
at Poughkeepsie. But I showed by the 
start at Spuyten Duyvil that one can get 
away without trouble’ from a small 
Plateau if there is a nice drop at the 
edge. Thus, one takes the air and rises 
easily, on the wing, as it Were. Per- 
haps one might be able to start from 
the top of a tall building that way, or 
from a prepared platform, at any rate.

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It Cost Curtiss 
Two Cents a Mile

NEW YORK, May 30. 

HE cost of aeroplane flying as 

x compared with automobile or 
train travel is shown by the 

fact that Curtiss used just seven 
gallons of gasoline, worth about 
$1.40 at retail, to travel the 7% 
miles from Albany to his lagding 
place near Poughkeepsie. This 
comes to less than 2 cents a mile,’ 
which is what the New York Cen- 
tral’s rate figures. But Curtiss 
carried baggage, including himself, 
weighing 1000 pounds, anda the rail- 
road would have charged extra for 
his overweight. 

By automobile the cost would. 
vary “according to the type of ma- 
chine used. But with a machine able 
to make 60 miles an hour, as Curtiss 
did, the cost per mile would be not 
less than 2 cents a mile, and prob- 
ably more.

NEW YORK, May 30. 

WAS sure that my husband would 
| make the flight. I knew that it was 

only a question of waiting for a fair 
wind. <As the delays from day to day 
occurred I did not become heartsick 
from hope deferred, as we had told 
ourselves that it might be a week before 
the right day would arrive. . 

Everyone asks me if I am not fright- 
ened when my. husband makes his 
flights, and particularly on this occa- 
sion. I will answer that by saying yes, 
and no. I don’t think there is any 
greater danger in aviating than a trip 
to Coney Island, which takes in the 
amusement devices there. That is, when 
the condition of the air is right and the 
machine is in perfect order. 

But I would give the wrong idea if I 
conveyed the impression that I am not 
just on the greatest -tension whenever 
Mr. Curtiss is in the air. When the ma- 
chine is gliding smoothly I feel perfect- 
ly easy, but when it begins that choppy 
or jerky motion, then my heart stands 
still. 3 

Frightened at One Point. | 

I do not think I was ever more fright- 
ened in my whole like than I was during 
his passage through the Highlands, which 
I witnessed from a special train. We 
had come down the river together sev- 
eral days previously, making notes of 
the conditions along the way and we 
had agreed that that was likely to be 
a difficult passage. So as I saw him 
approaching it, it seemed to me that 
trouble was imminent. 

HEN began that motion I dread, 

T and for a few moments I don’t 

remémber much except clutching 

Mrs. Fancisulli’s shoulder and screaming. 

But that was the worst of the flight 
and the worst time I had. 

It seemed to me to be a beautiful 
flight. I remember one time when Mr. 
Curtiss was flying along over a freight 
train. He was about a hundred and fifty 
feet in the air, sailing tke a bird, and 
the red train was fairly crawling be- 
neath him. The Hght caught the wings 
of his machine, and with the blue water 
underneath and the beautiful poise of 
the aperoplane, the picture was thrilling, 
I thought. 

I haven't really had any dice for four 
days. I was up at 4 o'clock sunday 
morning, and at 7 wéovent right to the 
train. ‘Mr. Curtiss had a cup of coffee, 
and we told him good-by and he started 
off. We had him plainly in sight almost 
all the way, except at Kingston, where 
we lost him a few moments. He was 
lost altogether to us at Spuyten. Duyvil 
because the railroad turns inland. Here 
he was going so well that I did not 
have any apprehensions of his landing 
safely. 


E took a taxi and went to the 
W Battery, then up to the Hotel 


Astor, where we learned that he 
was on Governor's: Island. Yes, I am 
very proud of him, I am free to admit, 
and I think he did a great thing.

We have made about twelve machines, 
and they are very difficult to construct.

She Is Not a Suffragette. 

I am not very domestic, I’m afraid. 
I love my home, but I don’t like to 
look after taking care of it, so I let 
my mother do the most of that. No, 
indeed, I am. not a suffragette, and I 
hope women will never have the vote 
thrust upon them. 

I have made but one flight, and that 
was less than a mile. It would be 
hard to describe it. I wasn’t fright- 
ened. I wash’t dizzy. It was more like 
a tremendously: fast automobile ride, 
without the wheels touching the ground. 
wouderful, and something I 
wouldn’t have missed for anything. I 
don't know when I shall go again, for 
Mr. Curtiss isn’t very eager to takt 
me. I, didn’t have the impulse to throw 
myself to the ground that some people 
have, but I suppose the sensation is 
different with different people. 

AM not particularly fond of -sport, 
except automobiling, and I am de- 

voted to that. And that remark 
brings me to something that everybody 
seems interested in, and that is what 
we are going to do with the money. 
Mr. Curtiss has promised me a dandy 
little runabout, so that I can follow 
him in his flights. We have a tour- 
ing car, but I can’t run it, but I could 
manage \a runabout, I know. 

There are many, many places where 
the money will come in handy, and we 
don’t know what we are going to do 
with the rest of it yet. We may go 
abroad a little later on. We haven’t 
any plans, really, further than going 
to Hammondsport in a few: days.

STARTS NEGOTIATIONS 

Declares Curtiss’ Eastern 

Achiévement Was a 
Wonderful Feat. 








Following the flight of Glenn H. Cur- 
tiss from Albany to New York, Albert 
Bond president of the St. 
Louis Aero Club, Post-Dispatch 


reporter Monday that he was consider- 
ing plans for promoting an aeroplane 
flight from Indianapolis or Chicago to 
St. Louis. He said that within a few 
days he would open negotiations with 
leaders in aeronautics in the two cities, 
“The next long-distance fligpt,’’ said 
Lambert, “should be between St. Louis 
and either Indianapolis or Chicago. The 
aistance to either of these cities sur- 
passes Paulhan’s world’s record of 186 
miles from Lond © Manchester, and 
the course, over flat country for the 
most part, should be easier than that of 
Curtiss down the Hudson River.

The plans for the air voyage over the 


Mississippi were announced ex¢lusively 
last week in the Post-Dispatch. A prize 
which has not been agreed upon, but 
which will be several thousand dollars, 
is to be offered. 

Lambert said that one reading the ac- 
counts of Curtiss’ exploit would have jtit-* 
tle idea of its real difficulty. 

“It was a@ very wonderful feat,’’ Said 
President Lambert.

“When I saw the lofty bluffs and 
palisades and the Poughkeepsie Bridge, 
and noted the swiftness of the river and 
the treacherous air currents, I saw that 
any man attempting the flight would 
have his work cut out for him. 

“The flow of the Hudson is so rapid 
that an aviator would have more chance 
of escape if he crashed into the solid 
ground than he would if he fell into 
the water, notwithstanding his life pre- 
servers and inflated. pontoons. 

“I was discussing the Hudson River 
course with Orville Wright not long ago, 
and he remarked that aviators have not 
mastered the art of alighting in water, 
and that they should practice it. 

“It was his theory that the tall of the 
machine should be permitted to strike 
the surface first. If the areoplane 
struck nose-first, he said, the shock of 
the water’s resistance might be enough 
to hurl the operator headfirst from his 
seat.””

Swiftest Machine Made. 

Speaking of Curtiss’ failure to make 
satisfactory flights in St. Louis during 
Centennial week, Lambert said he had 
come to the conclusion that the Cur- 
tiss machine, the swiftest made, is too 
speedy for demonstration in a’ small 
field. 

“An aeroplane whith makes 50 miles 
an hour has little scope for maneuvers 
in a field a mile long,” said he. 

Lambert said that he had practically 
abandoned his plan of providing a public 
avition field in Fairground “Park. 

“I should not attempt to do anything,’’. 
he said, ‘“‘which would interfere’ with 
the splendid work being done by Park 
Commissioner Scanlon. I find that the 
proposed aviation course would disor- 
ganize his plans for the new park. I 
am going out today to look for a suita- 
ble field, and hope to obtain one before 
summer. It will not be within the city 
limits.”’

Man Has Exceptional Educa- 
tion, but Has Been Unable

The author of the striking letter te the 
Post-Dispatch, signed “‘Hebrew,”’ which 
stirred an impulse of Shilanthropy even 
in the skeptical bosom of “Col.” Abe 
Slupsky, identified himself to a mem- 
ber of the, Post-Dispatch staff Monday, 
and related, with flashes of grim hu-, 
mor closely akin to tragedy, the dis- 
trésses which droye him to contemplate 
syicide. 
He would not permit his name to be 
divulged, for considerations of pride. 
His voice, striving to give a merry turn 
to some grewsome joke at his Own ex- 
pense, was tremulous with weakness. 
His clothes were frayed and old, and 
his shoes worn. His face was drawn 
with suffering. ; 
“If I don’t get a job by /Wednesday 
of this week,” he said, with a quiet 
air, “I shan’t need one. I’ve determined 
upon that date. I don't whine over my 
troubles. If I can’t make a living, it’s 
time fet mé to get off the earth. There 
dre worse things than suicide.’ 

His‘ letter was published Friday in the 
“Letters from the People’ columm Col. 
Slupsky offered Saturday to find a po- 
sition for him, but was unable to find 
him: In the communication, the writer 
said he had tried in.every way to ob- 
tain work, that he woukd not beg or! 
steal, and hoped that some reader would 
save him from the only alternative left 
him. 

“I have seen both sides of life,”’ said 
the young man, who is 34 years old. 
“My parents were well-to-do, and lived 
in Charleston, S. C. I was graduated 
from high school, from the preparatory 
department of the Academy Polytecn- 
nique in Paris, France, and took post- 
graduate work at the University of 
South Carolina. , 

ie was proficient in the -, English, 
French and Siamese languages. The 
last I had studied in the hope of en- 
tering the diplomatic service,of France, 
as my parents were of French birth, 
though Jews by race. The Deyfuss af- 
fair killed my ambitions in this direc- 
tion, 


Teo Honest to Be on Road. 
“T will pass ever the ruin of our 


fortunes in the Charleston earthquake of 
1886, ‘my long illness from brain fever 
in Georgia, and my work as a traveling 
salesman for several years out of St. 

Louis. I lost my job because the sales 
manager said: 

‘** *You’re too honest to be on the road. 
You'd better quit.’ 

“T had merely protested agatnst the 
action of the house in substituting in- 
ferior goods for those I ordered for cus- 
tomers. 

“Last January, when I had spent all 
the money I had saved, I get work in a 
clothing house. I handled a payroll.of 
$900 a week, and my wages were $6 a 
week. 

“TI got a room’ on Lindell avenue for 
$2 a week. I walked to ang from work 
every morning. : 

“For breakfast I ate an imaginary ten 
derloin steak, with rolls and coffee, 
costing 6 cents. For dinner I regaled 
myself with an invisible spring chicken, 
Maryland style, ‘and a beef stew, cust- 
ing 15 cents.” My. supper was the same 
as my breakfast,’ save that I reversed 
the erder and had coffee and rolls in- 
stead of rolls and coffee.’’ 

The faculty of retaining a sense of 
humor in a distressing plight has been 
called a true test of courage. “Hebrew” 
has this courage, as 1s shown by the 
following quizzical acéount of some of 
his sufferings: 

‘“‘Payday was on Monday. On Fridays, 
Saturdays and Sundays I suffered from 
an enlargemeént of the appetite, aggra- 
vated by ah acute absertce of money. 

‘“T am a detective at finding restau- 
rants where you can get the most nour- 
ishment for the least money. I think if 
I pulled off my shoes now, and they 
were still able to walk without falling 
to pieces, they Would march into some 
lunchroom ‘where coffee aad rolls are 
sold for 5 cents.”’ 


Wants to Sell Disposition. 
He lost his position three weeks ago 


and says that for the last several days 
even his fermer mainstay, beef stew, 
has become imaginary, He sold his 
meager belongings, including his last 
and dearest books. ‘“‘I’d like to sell my 
disposition,’ he said.. “It’s the only asset 
I have left.” 

He confided his name and address to) 
ihe Post-Dispatch. The woman who 
called at this office Saturday night in 
answer to the letter may ene, his 
whereabouts by telephoning to the Post- 
Dispatch or by calling. 

“Col.”’ Slupsky started out Monday to 
maké good as a practical philanthropist.

The “Colonel” says that 20 men called 
at his home Sunday, among them a 
number of deadbeats, inventors and 
cranks. Slupsky discouraged them em- 
phatically, he says, with the words: 

“No deadbeats looking for handouts 
will get anything from Col. Abe Slup- 
sky.”

CONFESS at the outset that the 


Ree D. SAUNDERS, dramatic 


sheerly pitiful, rather than the in- 

cidentally dramatic, aspect of Mrs. 
Doxey in Judge Grimm’s court, where 
she is on trial for her life, appealed to 
me the more powerfully as I studied 
her face. 

So young a woman—and so helpless, 
being but a woman! 

Nor was it strange that first the pity, 
and then the drama, of her dreadful 
situation possessed me. 

In all the world there is no other hu- 
man figure at once so pitiful and so 
dramatic as this—a captive woman pil- 
lorted in the black shadow of a deadly 
sin charged to her doing. Its stroke falls 
directly upon one’s soul. 

Novelists and playwrights knoy this 
well: George Eliot knew it when she 
wrote that terrible chapter in “Adam 
Bede’’—the trial chapter of which poor 
Hetty Sorrel, convicted of murder, ts 
the heart-breaking central figure. 

Sirs Walter Scott knew it well, and 
drove it home to us unforgetably, in 
the great scene of “The Heart of Midlo- 
thian’’—the scene of the trial of Effie 
Deans for murder. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne knew it welli, 
and made us feel it to the deepest 
depths at that supreme moment in ‘‘The 
Scarlet Letter’’—the moment when Hes- 
ter Prynne stands, publicly damned, be- 
fore her grim Puritan accusers, the 
brand of shame upon her hapless breast. 

And in these, our very days, Alexan- 
dre Bisson, the French dramatist, knew 
it well when he wrung the hefarts,. first 
of Paris, then of London, then of New 
York, with the resistless pathos of the 
climax in “Madame X”’—the 
overwhelming stage scene in which a 
drug-enslaved mother ig tried for her 
life, defended by her own son, ignorant 
of the relationship between them.

HE poignant pain that comes with

Accused’s Countenance 

Remarkably Impaassive 

OTIONLESS, like a statue all in 
IVI black save for. her dead-white 

face, she sat behind Gov. 
Charles P. Johnson, the leading coun- 
sel in her defense. 

I have rarely seen a countenance s0 
impassive. I have never seen one 
whose possessor so rigorously main- 
tained an attitude that kept it iIn- 
‘flexibly fronting in one direction. 

For four hours I sat within short 
vision range of this woman accused 
of murdering her husband by poison. 

Not. once, during al] that time, did 
she look to the right or to the left. 

Her hands were held folded in her 
lap. They are slender, but not well- 
kept hands. Upon two of the fingers 
are cheap-looking rings, one a big 
sea] such as is most commonly worn 
by a man. 

Her. black silk dress was ill-fitting. 
A black hat, with a sable feather, 
topped her almost black hair. Over 
the back of her chair a black coat 
Wag thrown. A somber figure this— 
all_in black, not always immovable, 
however. 

Several times in the four hours of 
my seeing, Dora Doxey leaned for- 
ward to speak to her counsel. At 
these times she prompted Johnson 
with questions for the witness then 
on the stand. 

It was only then that she moved 
im any material degree. I saw no 
slightest nervous movement of the 
fingers elsewise held interlaced in her 
lap, this position being changed but 
once or twice, when, lightly, she 
crossed her arms, a handkerchief held 
in one hand drooping white across a 
black sleeve. 


Her visage is singularly impassive, as 
I have said. Yet, once or twice—and 
this was at crucial moments when the 
testimony of a witness then on the 
stand bore suddenly against her—there 
was a strangely slow veiling of the eyes. 

I have seen thé lids of a hawk close 
thus slowly over keen eyes, an oddly 
reluctant closing, as though loath to 
blindfold so fiefce a vision.

Watches the Witnesses 

T is a dreadfully intent face. The 
| eyes, Widely opened, never left the 

face of a testifying witness: I had 
been told that Mrs. Doxey studied the 
jurors mainly. Not once in the four 
hours that I saw her could I discern 
even a sidelong glance toward the jury- 
box. It would have béen easy, because 
the witness stand is only a little to the 
jeft, as the spectator looks. Nor to the 
presiding judge did she turn her eyes. 
Always to the witness. 

Mrs. Doxey’s face seemed to me the 
face of a woman held in a grip of 
horror. It is this that makes it so 
impassive. Under the impassiveness 
is something very like despair. It 
may be that the burnt-out hopeless- 
ness of the morphine victim is hers. 
She has been the dreadful slave of 
opium and she is now fighting for 
her life, with all the scars of such a 
slavery left upon her nerves, I do 
not believe a normal and healthy- 
nerved woman could be so deadened 
as she seems. More than once, the 
testimony went frightfully against 
her. There was no shiver to show 
that\she felt it. Only a fixed intent- 
ness, an unbroken  concentration— 
with a sort of paralyzing apprehen- 
sion behind it. : 

No—not utterly unbroken. There 
were two moments when Mrs. Doxey’s 
face ceased to be-a mask of dead- 
and-gone morphinomania or of hor- 
ror-stricken despair. Ceased sudden- 
dy, utterly, with absolute self-uncon- 
sciousness—and, therefore, a tremen- 
dously dramatic ceasing. 

One of these moments brought an an- 
nouncement from the witness stand that 
sent through the crowded courtr6om a 
great wave of sympathy and friendliness 
toward the accused. A neighbor was 
testifying—a sweet and kindly faced 
woman who lived in the flat adjoining 
that-Mr. and Mrs. Wifliam J. Erder oc- 
cupied, Mrs. Doxey then being Mrs. 
Erder, and Erder, whom she is accused 
of murdering, having just died. The 
witness testified that Mrs. Erder was 
speaking of her dead husband. 

*“‘He was the purest minded man I ever 
knew,’’ Mrs. Erder—now Mrs. Doxey— 
said of Erder. And then the witness 
asked her if Erder had ever loved an- 
other woman. “No,” Mrs. Erder made 
answer, the witness testified, “I am the 
only sweetheart Will ever had.” 

From where I sat, not six feet away 
from Mrs. Doxey, I saw a swift and 
happy light leap'into her face. It was 
the first word from the witness stand 
that intimated, in any manner, the ex- 
istence of any love she might have felt 
for her husband, or any pride she might 
have felt in his love for hér. It was 
the day’s first helpful evidence in her 
behalf. It was plain that the spectators 
—and, inferentially, the jury—were pow- 
erfully moved by it. Whether because 
of this, or for the worthier reason of a 
wifely love, it is not for me to say, since 
my province ‘in this writing is not to 
draw deductions as to this woman’s in- 
nocence or guilt—but for that one in- 
stant the face of Mrs. Doxey was the 
face of a happy woman, a bright, come 
ly, brown-eyed, glad face, with smiling 
lips that until then had beer mrepensty 
rigid.

Full of Dramatic ¥ t 

ND again, at the lunch-hour recess, 

Mrs. Doxey’s countenance lighten- 
ed. A pretty littie girl ran to her, 

from near the rear railing that sepa- 
rated them from the spectators, and 
threw her arms around her neck, kiss- 
ing her. It was the daughter of a sis- 
ter who had come from Omaha to give 
what comfort was possible from one 
sister to another at such a time. 
Mrs. Doxey petted the child gently, 
patting her on the shoulder, kissing her 
once or twice, smiling. I saw no evi- 
dence of “pose’’ in her manner. The 
theatricalism that would have been cer- 
tain in such a scene on the stage was 
-wtterly lacking here in real: life. Mrs. 
Doxey is. the best of actresses if this 
meeting with her little niece was a pre- 
arranged ‘‘piece of stage business’’ for 
dramatic effect. 
Then, with one of her attorneys and 
a deputy, she left the courtroom. 
The forenoon had been one of tense 
drama—and of infinite and pitiful pa- 
thos.

| CURTISS’ ACHIEVEMENT. 

The American aeronaut, Glenn H. Curtiss, has] 
written into the prief history of aviation a splen- 
did new record. 

In accomplishing yesterday, for The World's 
Hudson-ulton prize of $10.000, the first flight be-| 


formed what is probably, all things considered, 
the most remarkable feat yet placed to the credit 
of a heavier-than-air flying machine. 

- Paulhan’s recent flight from London to Man- 
chester covered a longer distance. But it led 
across country in great part level, affording 
numerous landing places if needed and fairly 
steady air conditions. The total time consumed 
was much greater and the trip was broken by a 
night’s rest. i 

Bleriot’s famous feat of crossing the English 
Channel on July 25, 1909, won world-wide atten- 
tion, not so much for its difficulty or distance— 
for the Channel had been crossed in balloons be- 
fore and is but 21 miles wide—as for the scene 
of the exploit. Lined with forts and patrolled by 
never-sleeping fleets, guarded by huge armies 
and jealously watched by two nations, its cross- 
ing in the air was an event of quite as much 
political and sentimental as technical interest. 

The Valley of the Hudson presents a course 
more difficult than either Paulhan or Bleriot had 
to undertake. No “air maps” exist for it such as 
German pedantry has provided for the empire’s 
Zeppelins; but boatmen know~well its flighty 
and treacherous.wind gusts, and where, in the 


through the Allegheny Mountain chain which 
makes New York what it is, the currents of air 
are conflicting and landing piaces for emergency 
scarcely exist. 

And a triumph how dramatic and _ thrilling 
compared with Fulton’s, its predecessor! The 
Clermont in 1807 felt her way along at five miles 
an hour, coughing away her steam and churning 
the water with her clumsy paddles; her machinery 
stopped at one time, and she drifted long before 
resuming the voyage. At night she was tied up 
during the darkness, resuming in the morning 
her plodding advance. Few came to look at her; 
of these not one, not Fulton himself, could have 
predicted even a little part of the marvelous de- 
velopment of the steamboat—the world’s fleets 
of Dreadnaugbts and Lusitanias, and the marvels 
still to come. 

Yet the propelled aeroplane is a younger inven- 
tion today than was the application of steam to 
water travel in the Clermont. 4t is but seven 
years since the first flight in such a contrivance 
was made in America, and by an American, 
Wilbur Wright. It is but four years since the 
first flight in a cellular machine was made in 
Europe by Santos Dumont, and his distance was 
720 feet! 

Not until 1908 did eateuh' a pie any flight that 
would be called today_even respectable. 

So brief the time, so quick the development, 
that led up to yesterday’s achievement! There 
was in Mr. Curtiss’ flight the success; not of such 
wind-borne chance as for years has carried bal- 
loons over erratic courses fcr unpredictable dis- 
tances, but of intent and ordered direction. It 
was not success such as Zeppelin has won with 
a vast mechanism costing.150 times as much and 
requiring regiments of soldiers to assist in its 
care, but of the small, light, cheap, one-man ma- 
chine, going from station to station. It was 
what men have dreamed of since Daedalus—actual 
travel in the air.

Exchange markets are closed today, 
but sensational reports of heavy losses 
in wheat and cotton continue to circu- 
late in regard to James A. Patten. 

Best posted people in the trade, how- 
fever, believe that he wil ultimately be 
a big winner in cotton and recoup this 
losses made in grain. 

Caicago advices say that Theodore H. 
Waterman, whose deal in May wheat 
was overshadowed by the Patten optra- 
tions’ in the September delivery, will 
come out a winner in the end. 

Following Waterman's settlement with 
the “big short,’’ A. J. Lichtenstein, on 
a favorable basis, he is reported to have 
sold 1,000,000 bushels of No. 1 Northern 
wheat to millers on last Friday and Sat- 
urday, which practically assured the suc- 
cess of his!deal. 

It has developed that Waterman, fore- 
seeing a crash in values, sold several 
million bushels of July wheat as a hedge 
against his May holdings. 

This enabled him to recoup his losses 
when the big break came in his May op- 
tion. 

With the May deat settled, millers 
{are coming to market for cash wheat. 
Waternian controls practically all the 
cash wheat there is available, and if 
milis continue to take wheat, there will 
be little trouble in dispgsing of the 
“corpse,” as the cash wheat taken in 
on delivery is called in trade parlance.

MANILA, May 9%0.—Further examina- 
tion of the United States dry dock Dew- 
ey, which is partly submerged at Olong- 
apo in Subig Bay, has strengthened 
the belief of those of the navy who have 
held that the damage was done delib- 
erately by a band of conspirators 
against the Government. 

However, it is now learned that the 
valves had not been opened as first 
declared, though they were found to 
have been leaking a little. This leak- 
age would not have caused the trouble 
and the dock sank more rapidly than 
would have been the case had all the 
valves been opened and no other open- 
ing made. 

Aecordingly experts believe that a 
large hole will be found in the port side 
or the bottom of the dock. It is prob- 
able that the mystery will not be cleared 
until the dock has been raised.
